given encb again faced to the right and fired 
but with no more effect than at 
first. 
At 


tbo request of Mr. Hiker I again asked Mr 
fewnrtwout, 'Aro you satisfied?' and lie 
answered strongly in tho negative. 
A third 


shot was then exchanged without injury. At 
Inker's renewed request I again put tbo 
question: 'Are you satisfied!-' aud Mr. Swait 
Wout replied: 'I am not; neither shall I be 
until 
that 
apology 
which

demanded 
is 
made. 
Until tben 
we 


must 
proceed.' 
I then presented 
a 


paper 
to Jlr. 
Hiker 
containing tho 


apology , in order lo obtain Mr. Clinton's 
signature, observing to him that wo could 
not spend our time in conversation, and 
that this paper must ho signed or we must 
proceed. Jlr. Clinton 
declared 
that ho 


'would not sign any paper on tbe subject- 
that ho had no animosity against Mr. 
Swnrtwoul.nud would willingly shako hands 
and agree to meet him witb former friend 
ship.' Mr. Kwartwout insisted on a fourth 
fire, and Clinton's ball struck him in Iho 
leg, livo inches bolow the knee. Ho stood 
ready aud collected, and refused any propo- 
silion short of the apology. The surgeon 
kneeled by his side aud extracted tho ball 
and the fifth fire look place. Mr. Swart- 
wout was again struck in tho 'same 
leg, 


nearer the aulclo, but he still stood at his 
post. 
Again, at tbo request of Mr. Hiker, I 


repeated the question: 'Are ' you satisfied?' 
Ho still replied,'I am not; proceed.' Clic. 
ton then left tho station, declining further 
combat aud declared he 
would fight no 


more. Swartwout was surprised at this ro- 
fuj=al aud exclaimed to me, 'What shall I do, 
my 
friend?' 
I 
answered, 
'Ho declines 


making an apology and refuses to fight 
there is nothing loft for you now but to 
bavo your 
wounds 
dressed.' This was 


done, and the. gentlemen returned to tbe 
city."—[The New York Evening Post. 


THE DECLINE AND .FALL OF FENCES 


With Iho advent of tho lawn mower those 


hideous necessities of a ruder civilization, 
picket fences, and indeed dooryard fences of 
every kind, except tlio very simplest and 
most inconspicuous, arc gradually disappear- 
ing. 
It is a good movement in tho interests 


both *f beauty nnd economy. What a waste 
of mono}', lumber and paint, unless one do- 
sires to conceal a slovenly doory.ird from 
public view, to stretch a feuco before liis 
lioiiso !If absolutely nccessarv for protec- 
tion from stray cattle—but cnttlo should bo 
out of tbo question in any well kept street 
or dooryard—let the fenco bo just as open 
and uuobstructive as possible. 
A low iron 


fence, indeed, of handsome pattern, mount- 
ed upon a well faced stone curb, is a good 
thing, siuce it docs not obstruct tho view 
mid harmonizes very well with tasteful sur- 
rouudings. 


But if your old wooden feuco is getting 


shaky aud the expense of a new ono in these 
anrd times gives opportunity for reflection, 
in tho first place remove tho old feuco, trim 
the walks, remove the sprawling nnd chok- 
ing rubbish of trees nnd shrubbery which a 
fence is apt to harbor, and tben see bow 
you like it for a few dnys. 
After that, if 


you find tbo cattle have made no ravage-, 
and even Iho boys respect 
your confi- 


dence, all temptation to their jumping and 
climbing propensities being removed, begin 
carefully to study what possible combina- 
tion of pine lumbar and paint can beany ad- 
dition to the beauty of your lawn nnd flow- 
ers. You will not desire anything so pecu- 
liarly aggravating as n picket fenco, nor any 
mnssivo bulwark which seems to snv, "All 
persons arc hereby forbidden to ioo'k into 
these grounds," nurmiy fussy and preten- 
tious device of carpentry to bo painted 
glaring white nnd put tho tender grass and 
modest flowers ciitircly out of countenance. 
By tbo 
time 
you have 
studied 
your 


now fenco suflicicntly it will grow beauti- 
fully less in your esteem, and snve a ham1- 
somo consideration to your purse. 
But if 


you hnvo recently invested heavily in a now 
fence, of courso you mustrcvongc yourself 
by mnintniuing it and defending it agniuBt 
all secret convictions, to get your moncv'a 
worth and justify tho outlay. 
A particuir.r 


absurdity is tbo pnrtitiou-fonco or imper- 
vious hedge which often separates neighbor- 
ing grounds. If your neighbor bo slovenly 
and his surroundings offensive, tbcro is an 
excuse for shutting off tbo view, but, if yen 
both hnvo beautiful nnd well-kept grounds, 
why not double tbo enjoyment of them and 
oven more than double it, by tho ampler 
prospect and breadth of view? 


It is not so easy to givo np old notions, 


however defenceless, but wo predict,that in 
onr nioro cultivated towns and villages, tho 
old wooden fences will not bo renewed in 
anything llkfl their former bulk and 
pro- 


t-inliousncss. They either will give way to 
tbo lightest, simplest nnd opcncst forms 
which may he necessary for protection, or 
to Iho simplest curbstone or low hedgo for 
demarcation, or, which in very many cases 
is about as well, to no fonco at nil. 
It hns 


been tried nt Williamstown, 
tho college 


fences and most 
of those connected with 


private residences having been removed, to 
the manifest improvement 
and onhnnocd 


beauty of tbo village. 
Loivg-mcnilow is try; 


ing the experiment, the fences having ro 
contly disappeared from before some of her 
handsomest residences with surprisingly 
plcnsimt results.

of tho Union Congregational church wits 
observed yesterday with appropriate services. 
At ten o'clock in tho forenoon there wns a 
prayer mooting which was well attended and 
of an interesting character. At three o'elock 
in tho afternoon Uio Kov. Sfimuul Harri.son, 


& former pastor, delivered an address on tho 
necessity of colored churches. In the even- 
ing nu historical sermon wns preached by 
tho pastor, tho Kov. M. Vim Home, assisted 
by tho Rev. Samuel Harrison. Tho services 
were opened by tho singing of tho "Promise 
Anthem" composed by the first deacon of 
tho church, Newport Gardner. 
Mr. Van 


HornD took for bis teit tho words of our 
Lord as recorded in Matthew XV: IS, "And 
I say unto theo thnt fchou art Peter nnd upon 
this rock I will build my church, nnd tbo 
gates of hoi! shall not prevail against it." 


The Union Congregational church ns now 


constituted is tho child, or perhaps wo 
should say grandchild of tho "Union So- 
ciety of Free Africans and other Free Col- 
ored People of Newport," tho distinction 
mndo in tho name referring to colored peo- 
ple boru in Africa nud colored people born 
iu America. The oarlicst records of the so- 
ciety now extant nro dated 178;l, but that 
tho society hail then been in existence for 
some years is certain. Tbo society consist- 
ed only of free people, whether because 
tho admission of 
slaves wns prohibited 


bylaw or whether it was felt thnt association 
with free colored people won Id only make 
more grievous tho bonds of the enslaved is 
unknown, The society attended to tho in- 
terests of all free colored people in this city. 
It had a committee ou education toseo that 
tho children were taught. It had a com- 
mittee on employment to procure work for 
the involuntarily idlo. 
It had a committee 


on guardianship whoso duty was to seo thnt 
the young were apprenticed to learn useful 
trades nnd to see that the terms of tho in- 
dentures were suitable aud were faithfully 
complied with. It kept a record of nil 
birtlin , marriages and deaths of free colored 
people aud of manumissions 
of slaves. 


These statistics were valuable in establish- 
ing tho .identity of free people 
when at- 


tempts were mndo to arrest them as fugi- 
tive slaves. In a word, the .society was n 
strong mutual nid society which interested 
itself in the material, intellectual nud spirit- 
ual welfare of tho free colored people of 
Newport. 


Tlio society wnr. muler the cspcc-inl patron- 


age of Kov. "Dr. Samuel Hopkins of tho 
First Congregational church. 
This eminent 


clergyman was one of tho foremost anti-slav- 
ery moil of his time. Ho impressed Ins nriti- 
slavcry principles deeply on bis church HO 
thnt long before slavery wns generally con- 
sidered sinful no person way allowed to joiu 
his church who did not free his slaves or 
give tho church a bond to the effect that ho 
would do BO nt some stipulated timo.

Dr. Hopkins wns probably tho first man 


in America who attempted to bestow n lib- 
eral education on a colored niau. 
Through 


hi.s influence two young colored men, John 
Quamtui nud Bristol Ynmmn of this plnco 
wcro admitted to Princeton in 177-1. They 
sustained themselves well in their classes 
nnd only the war prevented their complet- 
ing their studies. John Quamini went to 
Africa to be a missionary, but the captain of 
tho vossol he snilod in sold him into slavery. 
He afterwards joined an American privateer 
in tho revolutionary wnr hoping to obtain 
money enough to purchase his freedom but 
ho

houso now stands. Thoy intended to build 
here, but having an opportunity to purchase 
tho Fourth Baptist church, known ns tho 
"Saltboi," they did so and sold tho Innd. 
Tho "Saltbox" was dedicated Feb. 14, 1£>5. 
Tho building wns raised and tho basement 
thus acquired was used as a school-room. 


About this timo Borne members of tlio 


Union Society who had previously been 
connected with iJnptist churches withdrew 
nud continued worship ai tlio school house 
on Spring street already mentioned.

tion a thousand curious facts present them- 
selves.

uight butterflies arc painted modestly iu

roinaia almost invisible si a very short dia- 
taneo. Sonic species are greoiii.'ih, or a 
mixture of gray aid green; these cling in 
goners! to trees or rocks covered with 
lichens.

TUero is nn- 
butterllies, take their rest undo green leaves 
other singular species of imitation. There 
•re insects which actually havo the appear- 
ance) of the duiig of birds. Tho lopidoptera, 
which appear in the months of September 
and October affect tho tints which harmo- 
nizo with autumnal vegetation. Tho ap- 
pearance of a dead loaf is found amongst 
many of tho species, and the ufima "fmitte- 
morkt* has beau given to a largo butterfly 
with notched wings which is very common 
iu Franco. When wo come to the diurnal 
lepipodtora tho rich designs of their wings, 
tho brilliant shades, tho sparkling colors 
fill 
us 
with 
admiration. 
So 


much beauty throws an Inexpressible oharni 
over nature. 
Ornamented in a marvellous 


manner, tho butteifliea exhibit themselves 
In tho brightness of day and fascinate us 


1 with their splendors, and travelers In tropi- 
cal countries expatiate with rapture upon 
tho dazzling brilliancy of some of the species 
found iu those regions. At first wo should 
find it difficult to suppouo that such magnifi- 
cent creatures could ever dissimulate by 
mttniit; of coloration, but thoro are plenty of 
examples of this phenomenon. While flying, 
diurunl butterflies display all thoir ornamenta- 
tion, but iu repose they hide it. 
Tho wings 


. closed above tho body show only tlio inferior 
surfuco, generally colored in very sober hues. 
In Spring tho pretty butterfly commonly 
known as tho aurora flies about in our 
M-03;H 
At .1 distance it looks like a largo 


orango spot, but when it alights upon an 
uutbellifurong plant tho insect, with the 
lower surface of its wiugs painted white, 
spotted with green, .seems to form a part of 
th<) pluiifc. Tho lopidoptera of South Amer- 
iiw, which p.ro spoken of as among tho most 
uluginL in tho world, havo tho inferior sur- 
f/ice of the wings painted brown, with rays 
iiud .spots of still more sombre hues—a ver- 
itnbla imitation of the fissured bark of trees, 
upon which only they are found clinging. 
Koine nympbales of India, found also in tho 
Island* of Sunda and the Moluccas, are or- 
namented above with a large baud of orange 
upon n radiant and magnificent blue. While 
flying, thsso insects are of course Been a long 
distance off, but when they aro in repose,no 
mark whutevor excites the" attention. lie- 
low, 
the wings are tho color of ochre, and as 


the insects usually cling to dry leaves it is 
very difficult to distinguish them. 
In many 


butterflies of hot 
countries the antortor 


wings are pointed, and in tboso same ro- 
giouH this i-s precisely tho form of tho leaves 
of a groat number of trees and shrubs. 
Moreover, when those insects are at rest 
their wing;; show marks of nerves which 
complete tlio illusion. —[Uovuo des Deux
